In the filed appeal brief on page 3, section V., 2 nd paragraph, applicant merely expresses "...as 
illustrated in Figure 2 and discussed on pages 12-14 of the present specification..." without identifying each limitation of the independent 
claims with a reference to the specification by page(s) and line number(s), and to the drawing(s), if any, by reference characters. 

Applicant failed to properly label sub-heading(s) as required by 37 CFR 41 .37 (c)(1)(vii). For example, the sub-heading on pg. 10 of appeal 
brief is labeled "Claims 25, 18, and 30" in which claim 18 is a canceled claim.
